A HUGE THEATER. 


“ I w'aiit one of those cigars y ou 
sold nie y esterday ,” said a reportin' 
of the W ashington P os t to a cigar 
dealer.

dealer. 
“ You are just like all the 
re s t of them, I suppose; y ou test the 
w orth of a cigar by y our im agina­ 
tion. 
Xow, the cigar I sold y ou y es­ 
terda y is sold all over the city by 
the name under whicli y ou bought it. 
This c ig a r,” pointing to the other 
box, “ is the identical thing, ])ut up 
exclusively for us, and y et not one 
m an in ten would believe it. 
“ A m an will go into a cigar store 
a block away and ask for this eig'ar 
by this name. 
The dealer will tell 
him he has the same cigar by another 
'name (the one I sold y ou the' other 
day ), and tlio m an vull not believe 
him, b ut will come to us and buy the 
cigar which has tne name he knows. 
Thus wc establish a tra de in a cer­ 
tain cigar, and do not lose it, al­ 
though it is sold every where, and 
we ourselves sell it under a difTerent 
name. 
W hen we run out of th a t 
cigar, under our special title, it is 
often th a t wc could insert in the box 
in the case the same cigar cominsr 
out of the box bearing the name bv 
which the cigar is sold elsewhere in 
oth er shops, and iiobody would know 
th e diiierence. 
“ Yes, the am ount of money spent 
by m en in experim enting on dif­ 
ferent brands of cigars which they 
like or dislike, according to their 
imagination, is marvelous. 
T here’s 
a fancy about perfccW) cigars. They 
are called perfectos because of their 
peculiar sliapes, b ut th a t sliape is 
expensive to the maker. 
Here's a 
two-for-a-quarter, an excellent cigar; 
here’s a perfect o, six for one dollar. 
You will notice th a t the perfe^do 
doesn’t have a ny th ing to do with the 
brand, for the same brand is in both 
cigars. 
This perfecto does not h a p ­ 
pen to be any b e tte r than the two- 
for-a-quart(‘r, b ut it is more careful­ 
ly made; there are no lai'go veins in 
th e perfecto; it is smoother, and in 
oth er way s is b e tte r ])ut up. 
Of 
course there are some very ■¡)oor two- 
for-a-quarter cigars. 
B ut we have 
a g re a t trade in these perfectos with 
people who would not look a t the 
two-for-a-i|uarter, 
and if y ou tell 
them it is the same cigar the.y will 
not believe y ou, even after smoking. 
“ I g ot the labels mixed up on four 
boxes of cigars in the cas(‘ one 
d a y. 
A regular luirciiaser came in, and 
four boxes iu a row (;f the same 
cigars liad dilTerent labels on them. 
The p urch aser would not take the 
cigars whiek bad the label on lie 
didn’t know, b ut wanted the otliei'S. 
I t was no use try ing io explain, and 
I let him have his way . 
We had 
been selling a cigar th at had a ra th e r 
ungraceful 
appearance about the 
b utt, being too blunt. 
We had th a t 
cigar, on account of the complaints 
about the aforesaid butt, made up 
by our m anufacturers so it tapered 
oil a t tlie mouth part. Do y ou know, 
no one would believe th a t we were 
offering them the same cigar? 
Most 
of our form er purchasers declared 
t h a t we had sought to cJieapen them. 
W e once had a cigar made a half inch 
longer and slimm er in sliape because 
it w'as claimed by our snmkers th a t 
it was too short. 
B ut we could not 
sell any of tlicm for the same eigai*, 
and had to r e turn to the old lemj-Ui. 
There isn't one man in a hundred 
wdio knows a good cigar l)v smok­ 
ing it."

U ntil reeiuitly Chi­ 
cago, with its trem endous A udito­ 
rium theat('r, may be said to have

solely for theatrical dis])iay s, but 
now, 
say s lid-B its, 
K arl’s court, 
witli the Em press theater, goes one 
Vietter than the American city . 
The 
only Imilding in London in which 
thiaitncal disjilay s have bctm g’ivcn 
to be eom])ared with the Jampress 
th ea te r is Oly nupia. 
As this huge 
s truc ture was not ljuilt expresslvfor 
theatrical purposes, the claims of 
the E m press th ea te r still hold good. 
Imagine an iron and brick buiTding 
tow ering above every thing at E a r l’s 
court except the g re a t wheel, almost 
as long as T rafalgar sipiare, and 
nearly as wide! 
The span of the roof 
is only beaten by one erection of tlie 
kingdom, that, we believe, being the 
span of St. Faiicras station. 
This 
roof-s])an of the E m press th ea te r is 
220 feet, 
wdiilo 
the height 
from 
ground to lantm'u is no less than 117 
feet, or more than half the height of 
the m onument, and only seven feet 
sh orte r than the dukt* of Y ork ’s col­ 
umn in Carlton House terrace. 
As the A uditorium is one of the 
largmst in this country , so, too, is 
the immense stage. 
In designing 
this la tte r work, IMr. Im re Kiralfv^ 
has adopted some rem arkable and 
curious devices. 
The entire stage 
can be moved about hei'e and there, 
and ])ut up in sections in such a 
mechanical v/ay tliat it can be made 
to assume any form called for by the 
exigencies of the scene. 
On this g re a t stage of the E m ­ 
press theatim there is room for at 
least G,000 j)co|)le, wdthout undue 
crushing, and a t least 2.000 ])erforin- 
ers, in addition to 500 workm en— 
carpenters, shifters, property men, 
^dc.—are on it in one scene in the 
prod lie lion. 
W hen to tliis 
main 
stage is added anothor Ti) feet in 
depth, which can be made to appear 
and disap[)car a t will, some idea may 
bo obtained as to the hugeness of tlie 
place. 
To provide for this irniimnso num ­ 
ber of pi'i'formers tlicre are scores of 
di'essiiig-’'ooms a t the rear of the 
stage. 
Io light this g rea t stage and 
the auditorium over 
electric arc 
lamiis are used, while 20 lime lights: 
help to produce the beautiful color 
eil’eets now seen in every theatrical 
display . 
In addition to these greater 
lights over 2,000 ineandeseent b urn­ 
ers are in use all over the building. 
Certainly in the way of a curtain 
the E m press th e a te r lias the biggest 
in the world. 
I t is a rich and elab­ 
orate piece of artistic work, 8 5 feet 
high and 2G0 feet long. 
A curtain 
of this kind wouhl hide more than 
half tlie frontage of the Yational 
Gallery and much of the roof of that 
large building. 
O ver 12.000 dresses are worn dur ­ 
ing the production of India, many of 
the perform ers w earing three, four 
and live in the piv'ce. 
The nuinbor 
of spangles used I'uns into millions, 
and tlie sequins on the Indian dresses 
are almost wit bout numoer. 
Yearly 
as m any wigs as dresses are used. 
Of tlio num ber of dancers’ shoes 
whi(*h are worn out dur lng a m onth’s 
performances it would be hard to 
give an accurate report, but 2,000 
would bo near the mark. 
All the scenery , the curtain and 
the stage are moved by steam power, 
for no hum an cifort alone could build 
up some of the stage pictures pro­ 
duced. 
From every ])oint of view 
this th eater probably holds the palm 
for hugeness and ease in m anagiugit.
